Cut decorative material to approx- 
imately 6 1⁄4” wide by 8 1⁄4” long. 


Peel off protective paper from front 
side of applique plate. 


Place decorative material face up 
on sticky side of applique plate and 
press firmly. 


Turn applique plate over and trim 
excess material with sharp knife or 
razor blade. Cut out material cover- 
ing spaces for keys and number 
plate. 


Peel off remaining protective paper. 


Place applique plate on telephone 
set and press firmly. 


CARE OF YOUR PHONE 
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Cut decorative material to approx- 
imately 2” wide by 27” long. 


Place material face down on clean, 
flat surface. 


Peel off protective paper from one 
side of two-sided tape template. 


Place sticky side of template on 
decorative material and press 
firmly. 


Trim any excess material from 
edges. 


Peel off remaining protective paper. 


Starting at center of the back of the 
telephone, wrap material around 
the set. 


Trim excess material to obtain a 
neat joint.
